Shape shoulder

With RS facing, slip centre 5 sts onto 
another holder, rejoin yarn to rem sts, 
K to end (24 (27, 30} sts). Work to 
match first side, reversing shapings, 
working an extra row before start of 
shoulder shaping. 



SLEEVES 



With 2^4 mm needles, cast on 37 (39, 
43} sts and work in rib as for Front 
for 3 cm, ending with WS facing for 
next row. 

Next row - (WS), rib 4 (2, 4), Ml, (rib 
6 (7, 5), Ml) 5 (5, 7} times, rib to end 
(43 (45, 51} sts). 

Change to S'A mm needles and 

starting with a K row, work in 
stocking st, shaping sides by inc 1 st 
at each end of 5th (5th, 9th) and 
every foil 5th (4th, 4th) row until 
there are 57 (73, 79} sts. 

Cont straight until Sleeve meas 
1 6 (22, 24} cm, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 

Mark both ends of last row. 



Work a further 10(12, 12} rows, 
ending with RS facing for next row. 
Cast off. 



MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using 
a cool iron. 

Join shoulder seams. 

Matching centre of cast-off edge of 
Sleeve to shoulder seam and sleeve 
markers to top of side seams, sew 
Sleeves to Back and Front. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing and 2^4 mm needles, 
starting at top of left back opening, 
KIO (13, 13} from left back holder, 
knit up 1 2 (16, 16} sts down left side 
of neck, K15 (17, 1 7} from front, 
knit up 1 2 (16, 16} sts up right side of 
neck, then KIO (13, 13} from right 
back holder (59 (75, 75} sts). 

Starting with row 2, work in rib as for 
Front for 4 cm. Using a S’A mm 
needle, cast off loosely in rib. 

Fold Neck Border in half to inside 
and slip-stitch loosely in position. 

Button Border 

With 2^/4 mm needles, cast on 7 sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), K2, (PI, Kl) twice, Kl . 

Rib row2-(Kl, PI) 3 times, Kl. 

Rep these 2 rows until Border, when 
slightly stretched, fits up left back 
opening to top of Neck Border, 
sewing in place as you go along. 
Cast off in rib. 

Mark position of 4 buttons on 
Button Border, first to come 1 cm up 
from base of back opening, last at 
centre of Neck Border and rem 2 
buttons evenly spaced between. 

Buttonhole Border 

With RS facing and 2 V 4 mm needles, 
K5 from holder at base of back 
opening, inc 2 sts evenly (7 sts). 

Starting with row 2, work in rib as for 
Button Border with the addition of 
4 buttonholes to correspond with 
positions marked for buttons thus: 

Buttonhole row - (RS), rib 3, yrn, 
work 2 tog, rib to end. 

Neatly stitch Button Border to base 
of opening on inside. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Sew on buttons.

end. 

Row 4 - sLl K, K2, (yfwd, K2tog) 
twice, yfwd, K2. 

Row 6 - sLl K, K3, (yfwd, K2tog) 
twice, yfwd, K2. 

Row 8 - sLl K, K4, (yfwd, K2tog) 
twice, yfwd, K2. 

Row 10-sLlK, Kll. 

Row 1 1 - Cast off 4 sts, K to end 
(8 sts). 

Rows 2 to 11 form border patt. 

Cent in patt until sufficient length 
has been worked to go all round 
edge of Shawl, allowing extra for 
easing round corners.

Using a flat seam, sew on Border all 
round Shawl, easing it at corners, 
and join in centre of a corner.

SLEEVES 

With 3V4 mm needles, cast on 
30 ( 34 ) sts and work in garter st 
for 9 rows. 



Change to 4 mm needles and 

starting with a K row, work in 
stocking st, shaping sides by inc 1 st 
at each end of 7th and every foil 
6th row until there are 40 (44) sts. 

Work 7 rows, thus ending with RS __ 
facing for next row. 

Shape raglan top 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Row 3 - K3, sLl K, Kl , psso, K to last 
5 sts, K2tog, K3. 

Row 4 - K3, P to last 3 sts, K3. 

Rep the last 2 rows until 8 (1 2) sts rem, 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

51 cm size: 

Next row - K3, sLl K, Kl , psso, K2, 
K2tog, K3. 

Next row - K3, P2tog tbi, P2tog, K3. 

Both sizes: 

Next row - K2, sLl K, Kl, psso, K2tog, 
K2. 

Next row - Kl, P2tog tbI, P2tog, Kl . 
Leave rem 4 sts on a holder. 



MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using 
a cool iron. 

Join raglan, side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing and S’A mm needles, 
starting at top of right front, slip 6 sts 
from holder, re-join yarn and knit up 
1 2 (14) sts up right side of front neck, 
K4 sts from right sleeve, 20 (24) sts 
from back and 4 sts from left sleeve, 
knit up 12 (14) sts down left side of 
neck, then K6 from holder (64 (72) sts). 

Work in garter st for 4 rows, making 
a buttonhole as before in 2nd of 
these rows. Cast off. 

Sew on buttons. 

BONNET 

With 3V4 mm needles, cast on 86 sts 
and work in garter st for 9 rows. 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt 

thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), Kl, *P2, yon, K2tog, 
P2, Kl, yfwd, sLlK, Kl, psso, Kl, 
K2tog, yfwd, Kl ; rep from * to last 
7 sts, P2, yon, K2tog, P2, Kl . 

Row 2 - PI, *K2, yrn, P2tog, K2, P7; 
rep from * to last 7 sts, K2, yrn, 
P2tog, K2, PI 



Row 3 - Kl, *P2, yon, K2tog, P2, K2, 
yfwd, sLl K, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2; 
rep from * to last 7 sts, P2, yon, 
K2tog, P2, Kl . 

Row 4 - As row 2. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Cent in patt until work meas 9 cm, 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Shape Crown 

Keeping continuity of patt, cast off 
28 sts at beg of next 2 rows (30 sts). 

Work in garter st until work meas 
1 0 cm from cast-off sts, ending with 
RS facing. Cast off. 



MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using 
a cool iron. 

Join seam down each side of 
centre back panel. With RS facing 
and 3'/4 mm needles, knit up 66 sts 
along lower edge. Work in garter st 
for 4 rows. Cast off. » , 

Cut 2 lengths of ribbon and sew to 
each side. 

BOOTEES 

With 3' A mm needles, cast on 37 sts 
and work in garter st for 3 rows. 

Change to 4 mm needles and work 
in patt as for Back of Coot for approx 
4 cm, ending with patt row 3. 

Change to 374 mm needles. 

Next row - Knit. 

Eyelet row - Kl , *yfwd, K2tog; rep 
from * to end. • 

Next row - Knit, dec 1 st at centre , 
(36 sts). 

Change to 4 mm needles. 

Divide for instep ' 

Next row - K24, turn. 

Next row - Kl 2, turn. 

Work in garter st on these 1 2 sts for 
4 cm, ending with RS facing for next 
row. Break yarn. 

With RS facing, rejoin yarn to inside 
edge where first set of 1 2 sts were 
left, knit up 9 sts up side of foot, Kl 2 
from needle, knit up 9 sts down 
other side of foot, then Kl 2 (54 sts). 

Work in garter st for 9 rows, deo 1 st 
at centre of last row (53 sts). 



Shape foot 

Row 1 - Kl, (K2tog tbi, K21, K2tog, 
Kl) twice. 

Row 2- Knit. 

Row 3 - Kl, (K2tog tbi, K19, K2tog,

Join shoulder seams. 

Place markers 9(10, 11, 11, 13) cm 
down from shoulder seam on Back 
and Front. 

Place centre of cast off edge of 
sleeves to shoulder seams and sew 
Sleeves in position to Back and 
Front between markers. 

Join side and sleeve seams. 

Neck border 

With RS facing and 2V4 mm needles, 
starting at top of left back opening, 
Kl 1 (13, 13, 17, 17) from holder, knit 
up 5 (7, 7, 1 1, 1 1) down left side of 
neck, K17 (19, 19, 23, 23) from front, 
knit up 5 (7, 7, 1 1, 1 1) sts up right side 
of neck, Kl 1 (13, 13, 17, 17) from 
holder (49 (59, 59, 79, 79) sts), 

Starting with row 2, work in rib as on 
Back for 3 cm. 

Using a 374 mm needle, cast off 
loosely in rib. 

Fold Neck Border in half to WS and 
slip-stitch loosely in position. 

Button Border 

With 274 mm needles, cast on 7 sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), K2, (PI, Kl) twice, Kl . 

Rib row 2 - Kl , (PI , Kl ) 3 times. 

Rep these 2 rows until Border, when 
slightly stretched, fits up left back 
opening to top of Neck Border, 
sewing in place as you go along. 
Cast off in rib. 

Mark position of 3 (4, 4, 4, 4) buttons 
on Button Border to ensure even 
spacing, first to come 1 cm up from 
division, last at centre of Neck 
Border and remainder spaced 
evenly between. 

Buttonhole Border 

With RS facing and 274 mm needles, 
K5 from holder inc 2 sts evenly (7 sts). 

Starting with a 2nd row, work in rib 
as for Button Border with the 
addition of 3 (4, 4, 4, 4) buttonholes 
to correspond button positions on 
Button Border. 

To make a buttonhole: (RS), rib 3, yrn, 
P2tog, rib to end. 

Neatly stitch Button Border to base 
of opening on WS. 

Sew on buttons.
